Utter 0 4y Exists  in Chine—
Re* Bauds Terrorize  the
Co.  oy=—ltev, Mr. Stevens Tells
The Journal Remders About the
Carnage,

Rev. George P. Stevens of Moa-

roe, a Presbyterian Missionary at

Hsuchoufu, China, writes The Jour-

nal from that place under date of

January 27th as follows:

We have been passing through
stirring times here in China. You
have no doubt read a great deal in
the papers about the revolution
thet is now going on over the whole
empire. The telegraph reports give
accounts of the great events, so |
shall not attempt anyvthing more
than to tell something about things
in our part of the country.

Reports of the hostilities in  the
south and the west had been reach-
ing us for sometime, but there was
no trouble at Hsuchoufu. So six
of the Chinese christians started with
me to Suchien, ninety miles to the
southeast, en route for presbytery.
When we were within two miles of
Suchlen, salling calmly down the
canal, onr boatman suddenly stop-
ped, saying, “the revolution has ar-
rived”. On looking out we saw all
the bouats in the canal coming peli-
mell up the canal, meeting us and
making for o small side canal for
safety, One of these boatmen had
yelied to our noble captaln, so we
lind to join the fleeing possession.
They sald the soldlers were coming
and suson we heard the shooting. |
did not believe that anything was
dolne naeh, %o 1 iried the boat to
go cn. It wue nearly night and we
had Leern ont In the wilds without
much Lo eat for two weeks, and we
Just lacked a little bit of belng there
but vo sir, he was afrald his boat
would be shot to pleces.  Finally,
two of the men got off with me and
we started on fool into town,

After going about a mile we came
to a village, and a whole crowd al
once ghathered around us, The el-
der of the villige came up and lead
ue to & temple not far away. A
Puddhbist priest was in charge and
reccived us very kindly, The elder
then told us It would not do at all
for us to try to go Into the town,
a2 there was rohbing and burning
and the gates would certainly be
closed. Nelther would he let us go
back 1o the boat where our bedding
nnd food were, so we stald in the
temple that night. 1 slept in the
priest’s bed, or rather his couch,
with my clothes on, and very peace-
fully, too, Next morning wo rose
early and went Into Suchien with-
out any difficulty. There had been
fighting In the night but the sol-
diers had gone by thig time.

During my stay in S8uchlien these
sime soldlers ¢ome back to attnck
the place. Some of the leaders of
thig robber band bad made ar-
riangemerts with the loeal soldiers
inside the city to turn the eity over
to them on thelr arrival. but in the
mopntime the elty fathers promised
the native soldlers more money than
they thought they would get by
plundering, or at least they agreed
to sewird the soldiers In some way.
So on the arrival of the foree of rob
bers n stout defense was  put  up.
For nearly n week there was con-
stant fighting. It waa plainly visible
from our honse, and the bullets of-
ten whizzed uncomfortably near, and
sovoral nights the missloners slept
with clothes on, ready to run at n
moment's notlee, for no one knew
when the eity would fall, The fall
meant plundering all the houses of
those who had anything, just as the
sume soldiers had done at Teing-
Kinang a few weeks before. At that
time several thousand of them had
broken camp and gone throngh the
eity plundering stores and houses—
everything worth taking. Whole
crowds of the poor people Joined in
with them.

Nine of the Suchlen soldiers were
Kllled, but the robbers were repul-

For days the clty gates were
closed, save a amull passage way
through one of them. Our work be-
ing fnished there, we wanted to get
away, hut the country was full of
roblers

Finally 1t was deelded that we
should start, 80 a boat was hired,
nnd with a good wind, a good day's
journey was made. The plan was
to go by land after a day's boat trip
bul the country through which we
had to pass had an uprising of rob-
bers, and we were warned mnot to
try the land. Raln, cold and wind,
80 that about ten miles was all that
was made in three days, On com-
ing to the mouth of the small canal
which I8 the short long way home,
we were met by a bevy of Dboats
rushing llke mad from a robber band
two or three hundred strong armed
with splendid western rifles. This
necording to thelr reports, Some
of the boats had been literally strip-
ped ol eversthing.

It was reported also that the
camp of soldlers In a town along
the way had fled and that the whole
gsection was In n lawless state. The
mayor had made tracks, as is com-
mon oul here in times of trouble
and left the town to the tender mer-
cles of the lawless element, When
we heard this nothing was left for
us to do but to go on north by the
grand canal until we reasched the
rallroad. This we did reachlng home
aftor ten days. Usually [t takes
three doys by Innd,

On reaching Hsuchoufu we found
everybody on the tiploe of exclie-
ment. The officlals had nearly all
reslgned.  People from the country
were pouring into the city for pro-
tection, bringing loads of all kinds
of produce for safe keeping,

The alr was full of rumors. The
robbers were coming., The revolu-

tlonaries were coming. The Sunday
before a report was spread that a
wealthy family here had secreted

valuables in the missionary com-
pound and a day was set to come
and rob. All of the missionaries
were rather disconcerted by this
talk. Preparations were made for
hasty flight by the back gate In case
iything happened. They remain-
| up most of the night. It turned
out to be a false alarm,

Now the rebels from the south
were daily expected, most of the
clty was ready to go over on their
arrival.  White fiags, the sign of
the new party in China, the republi-
can party, were all prepared, stuck
under the bed ready to be pulled
out at o moment's warning. Just at
this time Nanking fell into the
hands of the rebels and General
Chang, commander of the Imperial-
Ist forcesa there, reiired on the Tien-
tsvin, Poukow railroad toward the
north. This road runs by Hsuchou-
fu. Chang and his army reached
here after three days on the road,
retreating and fighting as  they
came. We were awnkened in the
middle of the night by our gateman
who sald that the rebels had arreiv-
ed. Two of us went out to the de-
pot and found not rebels but sever-
al thousand of General Chan's flee-
ing army who had had nothing to
eat in three days. They demanded
that the city supply them with food
nt onee, so the city futhers proceed-
@l to send It out by barrow and oth-
erwise even at that midnlght hour.
Why? they were afrald not too for
the general has a grent reputation
for taking off people’s heads when
they don't do what he orders.

Now from that time until this
present moment he has been sitting
right here at  Hsuchoufu with this
army. And the clty has never had
an opportunity to show lta white
flags. Thus we have enjoyed the
protection of the strong hand of the
government, It Is a great thing to
be willing to follow whichever side
wins for one's own good. Natural-
ly the Chinese conviction 1s very
close to th line of safety.

This has given us protection In
the city—that is, one of General
Chang's officers hns  been placed
here as military governor, He also
knows the art of taking off heads.
This 18 the general's strong point In
controlling the army. This elty has
probably never seen S0 many execu-
tlons. Three of our police whom we
knew personnlly have had their
hends whacked off for genernl
mennness,  For geveral weeks two
and three passed to execution each
day: often more; frequently six and
one day seven.

The execution ground ls just out-
gide of the wes! gate not more than
a stone’'s throw from our abiding
pluce,  The procession his to pass
our front gate, The condemmned man
kneels. A large heavy knlfe some-
thing like n mowing seythe wielded
by one man does the work. One
blow ls suffictent. Ordinarily the
body & Immediately buried but In
times like this it is left naked and
hendless for the dogs th eat. This Is
to terrify the hard hearted. I the
robber I8 from the country the hody
ts enst In the market place where
the country people comiug in  may
Like notice,

In apite of this the country is full
of robbers now.  There  are  two
kinds: the large and the gmall. The
formoer are well armed and ride good
horses. They run in bunds of Lwo
or three hundred. No one without
a gun need try to enter. They trav-
¢l in broad open daylight in utter
deflgnce of all law, Only the wenl-
thy need fepr them for they haven't
time to waste on ordinary plunder.
They ride up to n man's house and
demand all hls money, I it Is not
forthcoming his people are killed
and his houses burned. Oftentimes
& whole town Is terrified and plun-
dered.

The small fellows go with sticks,
knives, old guns and anything else
they ean lay thelr hands on. They
swoop down on thelr neighbors at
night at the unexpected hour. They
take grain and cattle and every-
thing in sight. The clothes are
taken off o man's back. Today one
of the christians from the country
tells of such robbery in hia villlage.
A dend man was stripped of his
clothes after everything else had
been taken.

Nedrly every doy some one tells
u ptory llke this, There s absolute-
Iy nothing to do. A crowd gets to-
gother and sends a man word that
they want to borrow five hundred
doliars. He in turns appoints a
middleman to see them and get the
figurea reduced a bit, After talk-
Ing backwards and forwards a few
days they finally agree on one hun-
dred. They are polite In thelr rob-
bery. Often, for Iastance, after
horrowing all the clothes off a man's
back they thank him and say 1 have
troubled you.

Recently the officinl In charge
has had to glve an order for the
buying and selling of hides for all
the eattle in the country are belng
stolen and sold for their hides. Don-
keys also come in this class. On
walking through the streets recent-
ly I noticed hundreds of these skins,
Have never seen the llke before and
did not understand until some one
told me the above,

When will law and order be re-
stored? Who knows? We hear
now that the Manchus are preparing
to abdieate but it does not s=em to
come to pass, Two red cross socle-
tles are here now, There was some
fighting fifty miles south yesterday,
Twenty-flve eanme Into the hospital,
Today we nre told that Peking has
ordered genernl Chang to stop fight-
ing and talk peage. He siys he Is
going to fight for the government
ng long ns It holds out, and when
the government surrenders, If it
does, he I8 golng to be emperor
himsalf.

We will have to walt and see.

MUKDERED WHILE ASLEEP,

Gus Alsobrooks Savagely Assasina-
ted on His Own Hearth—Same
Load of Shot Nearly Killed Boy.
Arrvest and Investigation by Cor-
SIer,

Gus Alsobrooks, colored, was shot
to death last Friday night while sit-
ting before the fire in his house
some throe miles above town. The
e¥e and bruins of the man were
shot out, and part of the same load
of shot went into the side of his
small son who was standing behind
him, and for some time he wis ox-
pected to die. The assassin poked
his gun right up to the little win-
dow near the chimney in the eabin
and within a few fest of the head
of the vietim, and fired with dead-
Iy savagery. Nothing more savage
ard cold blooded has happened o
this section in many years. Part of
the dead man’s brains dropped out
on his breast,

Sam Thompson, and his son, BErn-
est Thompson, and Erwin Walker,
all nesar nelghbors of the deceased,
are in jall, the two former under
vory strong susplelon.  All of them
had been at outs with the deceased.
And the multiplication of threats,
and other evidence agninst the el-
der Thompson, make it certain that
he will be tried In the Superier
court. Three weeks ago Gus Also-
brooks, the murdered man, came to
town with the back of his head fill-
ed with shot, and swore out a war-
rant against Ernest Thompson, say-
that he had seen this boy shoot him
from behind a tree on the road. The
ense was  sot for trial this week.
Sam, Ernest's father, has been in-
teresting himself in trying to  get
Cus to withdraw the warrant, and
;‘osnrding this is where his threats
le,

Last week the wife of the dead
mun lost her mind and was sent to
the asylum for the colored people
at Goldsboro. On the night that
Gus came upon so terrible an end,
he was at home with his children,
the boy who was shot, a larger one,
and o daughter. The wounded boy
sayvs that hig father had held fam-
lly prayers, and afterwards pulled
off hig shoes, und leaning back in
n large rocking chair, buaking his
fert before the fire naturally fell
naleep.  The others went to bed.
This was early in the night, proba-
bly between cight and nine o'clock,
The boy says that he and his broth-
or were sleeping In the lttle back
room, and that pretty soon he was
aroused by the loud barkine of the
dogs, It was so furious that he
thought they were following a ealf
around the house, and he got up
and went to arouse his father., The
man was snoring with Wis  head
thrown back and didn’t wake easily.
Just then the gun fired, Gus never
moved, and the body sat there in
the chalr thil the ¢oroner arrived
the next afternoon.

When the gun fired the larger
boy woke up, picked up his wound-
ol brother, and placed him on  the
bod, ran out and caught the mule
and began sereaming murder, as he
went for help. Alter alarming the
nelghborhood, he came to town and
very soon Deputy Sheriflf J, V, Grif-
fith was on the seene, and remain-
ol all night, Constable Fowler al-
#0 got there soon and hag been bhusy
Coroner Plyler drrived in the after-
nosn of Saturday, belng held up by
the bad ronds, and summoned & ju-
ry. They went to work, holding
seaslons and examining every possi-
ble witness Saturday and Monday,
on the ground, Today they are at
work In the grand jury room in the
court house, but at this writing they
have not completed thelr Invest)-
gatlon. The Jury ls composed of the
following: T. R, Foard, L. G,
Helms, J. C. Winchester, Dr. H, D,
Stewart, J. H. Myers, J. W. Cook.

It Is certain that they will hold
the two Thompsons, {f not Walker,
The body of the deceased wis pur-
led Sunday.
